The committees at educational in- 
stitutions will seek to keep the alumni 
advised as to the activities at the 
camps and the advantages to be de- 
rived from enrolling.

The Military Training Camps associa- | 
tion has secured a selected list of 
260,000 names of undergraduates and 
graduates to whom will be forwarded 
circulars regarding the military train- 
ing camp movement. 

The camp in Georgia will be con- 
ducted along lines similar to those of 
the Plattsburg camps in 1915. While 
the patriotic motive,is regarded as the 
most powerful consideration to impel 
men to attend the camps, their advan- 
tages from an individual standpoint are 
to be emphasized. The out-of-door life 
and hard exercise, theif striet but sen- 
sible discipline of the regular army 
officers, the interesting etudy-.of a 
subject outside of the normal work, 
the opportunity to associate in a com- 
mon cause with a vigorous body of men 
drawn from many different communi- 
ties and occupations make tke experi- 
ence both interesting and inspiring. 

Strong Patriotism. 

Those who have attended the camps 
in the past are firm in the conviction 
that from their experiences have come 
a strong patriotism among them and a 
more intelligent comprehension of the 
country’s military situation and the 
obligations resting upor. ajl citizens to 
serve their country in time of need. 

These camps have been in operation 
for three successive summers. In their 
growth during the summers of 1914 
and 1915 they have more than fulfilled 
the expectations of those who indorsed 
the movement. 

The camps were inaugurated before 
the outbreak of the European war, 
which has brought in greater promi- 
nence than ever before their value to 
the nation. 

The students attending the camps 
are under careful oversight. The ex- 
cellence of food, medical care and 
sanitation has been well maintained. 
The students have an ideal outing of 
five weeks, which proves pleastrable 
and beneficial to them, while the in- 
structions. present them with an op- 
portunity ‘tc get a keen ineight into 
military matters. 

Drills, cavalry exercises, field maneu- 
vers, field surveys and field work gen- 
erally contribute “to their training, 
althuugh ample time is given to those 
attending the institutions for rest and 
recreation. 

The government overlooks no detail 
in providing for the comfort of ‘the 
men. Just before the date for the open- 
ing of the camp, cavalrymen begin the 
work of providing proper locations for 
the tents. The camp sites are well 
lighted and the mo&{ approved methods 
of drainage are followed in the laying 
out of the tent cities, 

Water-F'roef Tents. 

The tents are'‘of water-proof mate- 
rial and the bedding is that provided 
for the soldiers of the regular army of 
the United States. Good food is served 
and those who have had experience ag 
students of the camps express. them- 
selves as being delighted with the pro- 
visions made by Uncle Sam for caring 
for them during the time of their en- 
rollment. 

The camps are of great value to the 
states in which they are located, and 
Georgians who are familiar with the

DOWNS RELATES 
STORY OF TRAGEDY. 


Ysleta, Texas, January 22.—Douglas 
Downs, companion of Bert Akers, who 
was killed yesterday by Mexican cattle 
and herse thieves just below the bor- 
der of San Lorenzo, Chihuahua, declared 
today that five Mexicans fired 200 or 
more shots at‘them. He said neither 
he nor Akers was armed. 

Downs said the Mexican who killed 
Akers first fired point blank at him 
(Downs), but missed. Downs then hid 
in a Mexican rancher’s chicken coop, 
where he found a flint lock musket. 
With this he prepared to defend .him- 
self, but the slayers abandoned the 
chase. 

Downs was found early today at the 
home of Mrs. J. D. Murphy, sister of 
Mrs. Akers. He lay in b as he told 
the story of the shooting. He told of 
locating the house where. the cows 
stolen from Mrs. Murphy’s ranch were 
found. They had been rebranded and 
were disguised in other ways. Freder- 
ico Duran greeted Downs, Bert Akers 
and the Mexican “detective, Juan Bar- 
rios, when they came to the house. 
Later he went back into the house, 
saying he wanted to speak to his 
brother. Very soon four Mexicans ap- 

eared on the_roof, Downs said, and 
egan shooting at Akers and. him. 
Downs fled across an irrigated field, 
mounted on a pony, but Akers left his 
horse and tried to escape on foot.

“The field was soft from recent 
raing,” said Downs, “and my pony 
was almost up to his knees in nrud;

- Drastic Restrictions Writ- 


ten Into the Immigration 
Measure Against Japanese, 
Chinese, Hindus and the

Washington, January 22.—Drastic 
restrictions would be thrown about 
Japanese immigration, and the Hindus 
as well as Chinese virtually would be 
'Parred from the country by a provi- 
sion written into the immigration bill 
which will be reported to the house 
next week. 

The new features enlatine to tennhi- 
grants from Japan would have their 
most far-reaching effect, In the ex- 
pectation of immigration committee 
members, in shutting off effectually 
the influx of Japanese laborers whose 
_ competition with American labor in 

the Pacific states has aroused a pro- 
nounced anti-Asiatic sentiment.

Effort of Bluefields Steamship 
Co. to Recover Under the 
Sherman Law Fails. 


Philadelphia, January 22.—A 


) jury. in 
the United States. court here teda 


today 


\returnéd a verdict. for. the .defendant 


in the suit of the Bluefields Steamship 
company. against the United Fruit 
pany. The suit was entered under the 
Sherman anti-trust law and was known 
as the banana trust suit. Millions of 
dollars were involved in the litigation, 
The jury had the case under delibera- 
tion since Thursday afternoon. 

Origimally the action was for the 
recovery of $15,000,000, the steamship 
company alleging that its business had 
been damaged to the extent of $5,000,- 
000 and the law permitting triple dam- 
ages, but the amount was reduced by 
a ruling of the judge that the statute 
of limitations permitted the collection 
of damages only from 1905 to 1911. 

It -was alleged that the defendant 
violated the Sherman law in acquiring 
stock control of the Bluefields. com- 
pany and then throttifng the concern, 
as a competitor. Judge Thompson in-

banquet that evening by Grand Hzxalted 
Ruler James R. Nicholson, the guest of 
honor, and one of the most popular offi- 
cials who has ever been at the head of 
the Best People on Harth. 

Never before have Elks: been told so 
plainly, and yet in such eloquent words, |® 
just what their order stands for, and 
just what they are supposed to do and 
to be in order to live up to the highest 
traditions of. their order. 

The responses to toasts preceding 
that of the grand exalted ruler became 
at once as s0 many introductory re- 
marks. He had been welcomed to At- 
lanta and to Georgia by some of Geor- 
gia’s most favored speakers. He had 
been gently reminded that this was a 
leap year, and he a bachelor, and that 
a dance was about to be given at which 
he might meet his fate. Hé had heard 
read telegrams from every part of the 
country, wishing him and the Atlanta. 
lodge good luck on the occasion of this 
banquet. 

Rises te Occasion. 

And when his time came he rose to 
every call. Toa the welcomes he re- 
sponded, to the raillery he answered in 
like kind. This done, he was through 
for the eyening, insofar as @ speech 
was concerned. He became at once not 
an after-dinner orator, but the head of 
an organization of 460,000 ,men. He 
spoke not to Atlantans, but to mem- 
bers of a nation-wide fraternal union. 
He was the grand exalted ruler, and 
those before him units in that organ- 
ization. 

“IT have no speech to make tonight,”. 
he said. “I come not here for that pur- 
pose. I am heré to make a report to 


you of the work of the Elks during | 


the time I have been at the head of 
your order,” 

And then he spoke of charity, the 
foundation of Bikdom, without which] s 
it has nothing to live for, .He told of 
the immense sum spent during the 
Christmas season that the poor might 
be clothed, and fed and housed, and 
the children made happy, and the illu- 
sion of Santa 
large sum spent was a great amount, 
he admitted, but it was not large 
enough. In the year te come he hoped 
to see at least one million dollars pour- 
ed into the coffers of the order that it 
might be scattered over the country 
into the homes of the needy, here and 
there, and everywhere; that these gifts 
might be made secretly and then for- 
' gotten, for such is the rule of Elkdom. 

And next he reminded those before 
him that charity of deeds was not all 
that the Elks owed to their brothers, 
both in and out of the order. 

‘You owe them ¢harity of words, and 
of thought, and sometimes of silence, as 
well as of deeds,” he added. 

Then he illustrated. He told the story 
of a convict just released from prison, 
who entered a railroad train on his way 
home. As he reached the first seat 
where there was a vacant space, the 
occupant moved over so as to take up 
both places.

It was too evident, from the fit of the 
clothes, from the pallor of the face, the 
timidity of appearance, and the shuf- 
fling Walk that the man was just out 
i prison, and who cares for a con- 
vict? 

And the man who had been caught 
and expiated his fault moved on, and 
a seat or so further up the aisle, one 
of the passengers .moved toward the 
window to let him sit down. 

‘T see you are not afraid of me— 
not ashamed to let mé sit by your side,” 
gaid the convict. 

And so the two talked for hours as 
the train sped on, and the convict told 
his story, how he had embezzled some 
paltry sum of less than one hundred 
dollars, and gone to prison for it. And 
when he left the train he was hearten- 
ed bythe humanity of his chance ac- 
quaintance. 

A year passed and the passenger re- 
ceived a letter from the convict. It 
read: “I have saved enough money to 
pay. * the sum I embezzled.

“That passenger was an Elk, and I 
would rather have been the recipien 
of that letter than to be grand exalt 
ruler of the Biks, much as I prize this

FOR VICTIMS OF DRUG 


Fifteen Patients Will Probably 
Be Placed in a Private 
Sanitarium Here. 


If the etate board agrees to the plan 
of Dr. Roy Harris, secretary of the 
state hoard of health, the state hospi- 
tal for drug addicts will be located at 
497 Cherokee avenue, in Atlanta, which 
is the private sanitarium of Dr. and 
Mra. Byrde H. Barr, which has agreed 
to take care of fifteen patients. 

The extra session of the general as- 
sembly oppropriated $10,000 for the 
trdatment of drug addicts who will 
ibe made to suffer a great deal fen ag 
the operation of the ison anti- 
cotic act, which will cut them off 
their pe a9 tiie < Ch of drugs.

Dr. Harris approves of pais plan, and 
on Saturday submitted it to Governor 
Harris, who also approved of it upon 
condition that Dr. arris secures the 
consent of the state board of health. 
Dr. Harris will take up at once the mat- 
ter of gaining the approval of the board 
to the plan. 

As there are said to be some aixty- 
five addicts of the drug habit in ‘the 
state prison, these Heing sent there 
largely upon, convictiong of vagrancy, 
because the state has made ro por ot he 
provision for taking care of such wards, 
mo plan has yet been advanced under 
the proposed new arrangement forthe 
care of the more than fifteen patients.

Elizabeth Jones, were of the Welsh 
families of Jones that settled in Vir- 
ginia in 1620, 

Mr. Jones as a youth attended Irwin 
college, in Tennessee, and in 1859 he 
married Miss Indiana Callaway, daugh- 


ter of Parker and Susan Callaway, of 


Wilkes’ county. After his marriage he 
made his home with his father-in-law. 
During the war between the states he 
enlisted with company A, First brigade 
of the Georgia state troops, and saw 
fighting in this state and in South 
Carolina. ° 

When the war was over he settled on 
a 1,600-acre farm in Baker county that 
was owned by his father.’ He farmed 
there for twenty years, gaining the rep- 
utation of being the largest farmer of 
that county. 

In 1869 his wife died and in 1871 he 
married Miss Amelia Jones, daughter 


of Colonel Augustus and Mrs. Mary} 


Jones. It was in 18965 that his. second 
wife died, and in 1897 he married Miss 
Adra Davis, daughter of Dr. Joseph and 
Susan (Kuykendall) Davis, of Nevada, 
Mo. 

By Mr. Jones’ first marriage there 
were two children, Callie, who died in 
early childhood, and Elizabeth, who 
married Gideon Fleming, of Albany, and 
is now dead. By his second marriage 
there were three boys, Edgar Jonés, a 
graduate of the Neal school, who is now 
a real estate man in Atlanta; Hugh 
A. Jones, graduate of Georgia T 
and Bastman Business college, who is 
a farmer and makes his home in At- 
lanta, and Julian J. Jones, also a grad- 
uate of Georgia Tech, who is engaged 
in real estate business in A ta.. 

Mr. Jones moved to Atlanta in 1887 
from his farm. In 1890 he sold his farm 
and invested in real estate,of central 
Atlanta, the enhancement of values 
making him one of the wealthiest men 
of the city. 

Mr. Jones was a member of the Trin- 
ity Methodist church, whieh was prac- 
tically his only outside interest. 

The funeral services will be held at 
the home on Peachtree road today at 
11 o’clock.

Consider it as we-may, there is no get- 
ting away from it: Thy whole people 'of 
Georgia have got to shoulder the responst- 
bility and bear the brunt of this persistent 
lawlessness. 

Through pretended indifference we only 
deceive ourselves. We know we do not 
approve mob rule any more than we wel- 
come the condemnation that is based upon it. 

The remedy is simple; it is just a matter 
of public sentiment. But no apathetic pub- 
lic sentiment will do it. Thought and opin- 
ion will accomplish nothing except as they 
are made the basis of action. :

USURY THAT IS ROBBERY. 

In a communication from Moultrie M. 
Sessions, of Marietta, published today, he 
takes the position that there is little the 
legislature can do directly to prevent coun- 
try banks from violating the usury law, 
“because small country banks have got to 
get over 8 per cent to enable them to pay 
overhead expenses and ’a small dividend, 
and if they violate the present law allowing 
only 8 per cent interest they will probably 
continue to violate any new law on the 
subject.” 

With the remainder of Mr. Sessions’ 
communication, .which suggests as one 
remedy for this condition the encourage- 
ment of farm loan companies and organiza- 
tions ready to supply the farmer with money 
at 6 and 7 per cent, The Constitution is in 
hearty accord. But we cannot agree with 
the proposal that the country bank or any- 
body else should be permitted to violate the 
usury laws. 

If Mr.. Sessions is right in his premise 
that law violation and extortion are essen- 
tial to the salvation. of the country bank, 
then that institution should go out of busi- 
ness. But regardless of his premise, he is 
wrong in his conclusion. The law is made 
for the protection of the public against ex- 
tortion and robbery, and if under present 
provisions it cannot be enforced, the pro- 
visions should be changed so as to make 
enforcement efficient. 

Despite the fact that the Georgia law 
permits banks and individuals lending 
money to chafge 8 per cent, which, in all 


conscience, is enough, there is evidence 


beyond dispute that some of the country 
banks in this state have charged.the farmer 
anywhere from 10 to 100 per cent interest. 
This gets beyond the mere classification of 
usury, nor can extortion properly charac- 
terize it. It is robbery, pure and simple. : 

When this sort of extortion was found 
to exist on the part of a few country na- 
tional banks in Georgia, as well as in most

The Bowery! A thoroughfare of 
cheap shops sandwiched in between 
cafes which offer “the biggest five 
cents’ worth of beer in New York.” A 
bit gaudy, but for the most part dull 
and uminteresting and commonplace. A 
street givén over to trade and barter, 
with the largest savings bank in Amer- 
ica as its crowning feature. 

Such*is the Bowery, New York, in 
thia year 1916.

- “Whehever I have an umpire work- 
ing the plate who was prone to call the 
low one at the knee or thereabouts a 
ball, I always made it a point to keep 
away from the low ball to a certain 
extent; that is, I would always try to 
keep it high enough so thére would be 
no dowbt in the mind of the official. 
There are other umpires who seldom 
give the pitcher the benefit on a ball 
that just skims the inside or outside 
of the plate. Other umpires are par- 
ticularly keen 6n_ this dall, and’ inva- 
riably call it a strike. If I had an um- 
pire -in charge who can see such 
pitches as strikes I make it a point to 
work the corners to the limit.

PLAN IMPROVEMENTS 


“AT STATE SANITARIUM 


Trustees. of Institution Hold 
Two Days’ Session at Mil- 
| ledgeville. 


Milledgevile, Ga., January 22,—(Spe- 
cial.)\—-The board of trustees of the 
state sanitarium held a two days’ ses- 
sion this week in Milledgeville. Aside 
from: the routine duties, such as let- 
ting contracts for supplies for the next 
quarter and making a general inspec- 
tion of the institution, they have dis- 
cussed and adopted plans for the bet- 
terment of conditions and general eco- 
nomic operations of the institution. 

Precautionary measures looking to 
general sanitation will receive much 
consideration this year. Always the 
wards and the premises of the sanita- 
rium are kept remarkably clean. The 
kitchens and dining rooms are screen- 
ed, and great care has been used in 
the preparation and handling of food. 
' But in numerous ways the authori- 
ties hope to make improvements. For 
instance, a campaign to stamp out the 
rats that have been very destructive 
is still in full blast, and the number 
that has been killed in various ways 
during the past year runs way above 
5,000.. “Swatting the fly” is a slogan 
of the day. 

Sanitation in Lanudry. 

Work is in progress enlarging the 
laundry, and greater caution will here- 
after be observed in the handling of 
the clothing. The authorities are im- 
Pressed that perhaps they have not 
used as much precaution in this respect 
as is possibly necessary. The same 
wagons that deliver the clothing into 
the laundry will not be used. to take 
it away after washing. 

An incinerating plant will be built 
for the destruction of all refuse accu- 
mulating from day to day. Other 
things that will add to the economic 
administration and also provide more 
vwiholesome diet will be done. The 
managers of the sanitarium farm will 
plant this — peas and potatoes and

falfa will be grown for the dairy cat- 

tle, fields of pinders will be planted 

for the hogs and all provender neces- 

sary for the working stock will also 

be raised. There is already a very 
flattering outlook for the erali crop. 

A second system of irrigation is be- 
ne installed and will be finished in 
February. The first system of irriga- 
tion was tried out last year and proved 
to be very successful, during the 
droughts of last spring and summer, 
and saved the vegetable crop so neces- 
sary to the diet at the sanitarium. This 
irrigation is only used in the gardens 
elose to the buildings and almost in- 
sures a supply of garden truck for ta- 
ble use. 

There is a fine spirit of co-operation 
between the board of trustees and the 
superintendent and officers of the san- 
itarium and much head work is being 
used im handling the dWairs of this 
great institution.

Panama, January 22.—Uncertainty re- 
garding the movement of slides in Gail-|, 
lard cut prevents a prediction as to 
when the Panama canal can be re- 
opened, said a statement issued today 
by Governor Goethals, of the zone, The 
statement reads: - 

“Tt is not intended t6 reopen the canal 
until a safe and practicable, permanent 
channel is reasonably assured. This 
cannot be assured at present, although 
the operations of the dredges during 
the past four months have shown that 
they are able, when not interrupted in 
the work by the passage of ships: or 
the clearing of the channel for nav- 
igation, to gain on the slides, and it is 
desired to have a reasonable assurance 
that they can maintain this gain even 
with the delay from the above causes. 

“It is hoped that before long better 
information on the two main controll- 
ing features will be available. ‘The 
large mass of rock at the base of Gold 
Hill on the east bank is being care- 
fully obseryed. If the materials behind 
it move northwardly, as is not unlike- 
ly, one datiger of interruption to nav- 
igation will be removed. 

“The other feature is the rate of mo- 
tion that will result in the west side 
when the dredges attack its face, as 
will ‘shortly be done. It is believed 
the dredges can keep wel] ahead of any 
possible motion in this mass, provided’ 
the east bank is quiescent or nearly so. 

“As soon as this &ffice feels that suf- 
ficient information on these two ints 
is at hand to justify it, a prediction 
will be made. In the meantime it is 
recommended that the canal be not con- 
sidered in the routing of shipping. The 
work of the restoration of the canal is, 
however, proceeding most favorably. 
The office has in mind the desire of 
commerce to resume navigation through 
the canal and as long notice as possible 
will be _ to shippers in order that 
preparations for such routing. may be 
adequate.”

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ON NORWEGIAN VESSEL 


Flames Break Out ‘on the Sygna 
Soon After She Leaves N. Y. 
With Supplies for Russia. 


- New York, January 22.—Mystery sur- 
rounded the fire which forced the Nor- 
wegian freight steamer Sygna to put 
back to this port today, after having 
sailed yesterday for Archangel with a 
large cargo consigned to the Russian 

overnment. The fire boat, William J. 

ynor, met the freighter at quaran- 
tine, and, after quantities ‘of steam had 
been turned into the Sygna’s forehold, 
from which clouds of smoke was pour- 
ing when she reachéd port, it was be- 
lieved the fire was virtually under con- 
trol. 

Officers and members of the freight- 
er’s crew said that so far as they knew 
no explosion preceded the fire, but they 
were unable to offer ‘an explanation of 
how the blaze originated in a hold 
which, they said, contained only struc- 
tural steel and railway material. 

Mystified by Blaze. 

When asked if there was any evi- 
dence indicating the fire had been of 
incendiary origin, the officers said “that 
it was too soon to make an investiga- 
tion,” and declined to comment upon 
the features of the blaze. 

Members of the Sygna’s crew who 
covered the hatch of the forehold yes- 
terday said there was no indication of 
fire when the freighter sailed, and that 
it was early yesterday evening before 
one of the watch saw some smoke es- 
caping from around the hatch. The 
cover was hurriedly taken off, and, 
while no flames could be seen, a great 

uantity of smoke rose from ‘the hold. 

e captain and officers were mystified 
concerning the origin of the blaze, and 
it was decided to put back at once. | 

Owing to the tightly packed mass of 
steel beneath decks, the crew of the 
fireboat found much difficulty in fight- 
ing the -blaze, and in attempting to 
enter the hold. It was impossible to 
locate the center of the fire or to learn 
the nature of the material that was 
burning, and for this reason the fire- 
boat continued to pour steam into the 
hold for several hours.

Such debt might include 
amounts owed for equipment or sup- 
Plies purchased in the ordinary course 
of business; it might include short- 
term notes, which are usually sold to 
take care of a floating debt until long- 
term Donds can be disposed of; it mignt 
include a long-term bonds falling due 
which cannot be refunded by a. nhew 
bond issue; or, it might be that the 
company failed to earn enough. to. pay 
interest on its bonded debt. Most rail- 
way receiverships are caused by fail- 
ure to take care of maturing notes or 
interest on bonds. In any event, when 
receiverships are appoirted, the man- 
agement of the property is taken out 
of the hands of the shareholders and 
turned over to the courts for the bene- 
at of its creditors, which might include

Confederate service. Mrs. Curtright's

killed in battle at Perryville, Ky., Oc- 
tober 8, 1862, about a year before this 
letter was written. 

The letter was written in. camp, 
while a utenant from “near Hagers- 
‘October 9, 1863.” . 

Captain Banks was the father of 
Mrs. Charles Banks, of Atlanta, and 
Mrs. Tom Kendall, of Covington. 

After Lieutenant Banks wrote this 
letter he Jost a leg in battle, in Mary- 
land, after achieving his captaincy. He 
returned to his old home in LaGrange 
‘after the war, where he lived for years 
as an honored and respected citizen of 
that community, removing later to At- 
lanta, where he died a year or so ago. 

The war letter follows: 


The Letter From the Front. 
Camp Near Hagerstown, Md., 


October 9th, 1863. 
My Dear Sister: 

I wrote a short and hurried letter 
to ma yesterday. I had not time or 
feeling to write more. -I commenced 
this not knowing but what I. will be 
called to march in an hour, and not 
knowing when I will get a chance to 
send it off: I am now about eight 
miles from Williamsport, which is on 
the Potomac. We came direct from 
Gettysburg, Pa., where the battle was. 
All of General Lee’s army: is near here. 
The Potomac!is much swollen from 
late rains, but I don’t think it is Gen- 
eral Lee’s desire or intention to recross 
until he again meets the enemy. There 
are thousands of wagons between here 
and the river we will have to defend. 
The battlefield of Sharpsburg is only 
about fifteen miles from here. 

Sistef, it would be almost impossi- 
ble for me to give you a full account 
of our movements since I last wrote 
you. I wrote to some of you from 
Carlisle. After leaving that place we 
marched in the diFection of Harris-| 
burg, the capital of Pennsylvania. All 
of us thought we were going. to that 
place when we suddenly turned off in 
the direction of Baltimore. All were 
in fine spirits at the prospects of go- 
ing to Baltimore. I thought I would 
take dinner with Mrs. Coulter, but 
suddenly turning to the right, we 
marched in the direction of the long- 
to-be-remembered Gettysburg. n 
the wagons were all sent to the rear 
and the troops were hurried forward. 
We could distinctly hear the roar of 
cannon in front. We had marched very 
hard and the boys were all very much 
worn—but the roar of artillery seemed 
to give them strength. Soon we came 
in sight of the Yankee. pickets, as 
skirmishers. We made no stop, but 
soon threw the skirmishers in. The 
town of Gettysburg was now in full 
view about one mile distant. Gettys- 
burg is a beautiful town about ‘wie 
as large as LaGrange. 

We halted and rested about one “hour 
but so’short a time was not sufficient 
to entirely rest our boys,-for they had 
marched very hard. Yet we were or- 
dered to go forward. We did so amidst 
the roar of artillery and the rain of 
shot and shell. The Yankees were in 
large numbers, and fought more stub- 
bornly than I ever saw them, or ever 
wrat to see them again. Several timés 
we were not more than fifty yaxee 
apart. Twice the Yankees fixed a7 o- 
nets and thought they were goin 
meet us hand to hand, but our no 
raised a shout and, rushing forward. 
pushed them back, fighting us all the 
time. We soon drove them in the town 
and, pushing forward, drove them out 
o the other side, where they had a 

strong position. Night being close 
at and, we halted to rest and slept 
in the town.

The normal,’ healthy woman is 
amply supplied with secretion of 
milk to maintain her child for the 
first twelve to fourteen months of 
its life. This indeed is the most im. 
portant period in the child’s entire 
existence, for without a strong foun- 
dation the superstructure must re- 
main weak. 


‘How Child Gains Vitality. 


If a child receives the . normal ~ 


mother’s milk for the first few 
months of itg life it is armed with 
the best ammunition available. In 
other words, its tissues approach the 
nearest possible to the standard. It 
is given the necessary vitality to 
grow and develop and withstand the 
many diseases which a child is so 
apt to contract in early life. 

At, different times in certain large 
cities there has been developed an 
aversion to nursing babies by certain 
Classes of mothers. This has been 
especially true amiong the so-called 
society women. Statistics gathered 
at these times show an alarming in- 
crease in infant mortality. 

At one time in Paris, owing to the 
inconvenience of nursing their babies 
at certain hours, many mothers fed 
their infants artificially, so that they 
would have more time for their social 
affairs. These poor, deluded women 
never realized that they were inad- 
vertently causing the deaths of their 
own children, but the death rate,.as 
recorded in the health -department, 
among these infants was appalling: 


Play Arouses Mothers. 


The increase in mortality waa( so 
great and so noticeable that it 
brought to the attention of M. 
Brieux, the distinguished author of 
‘Damaged Goods,” the play which 
bas opened 60 many eyes. He then 
wrote a play on the subject which 
brought these mothers to their senses 
and showed them what the acutal 
conidtions were, and how they alone 
were responsible for them. The fe- 
sult was marvelous. It is said that 
any afternoon fashionably dressed 
women could be seen in parks and 
public places nursing their children. 
The result of this change in attitude 
was plainly recorded by the corre- 
sponding decrease in infant mortal- 
ity. 

Mother’s milk is different in com- 
position ‘from the milk of any other 
animal. ‘There is no manufactured 
milk or baby food which has the 
slightest resemblance to it in chem- 
ical or physical composition; there-

Mother’s milk is composed of eighty- . 


seven parts of water and thirteen 


parts of solids. These solids consist 


of fat, sugar, proteids and salts. Tho 
fat of the milk is the cretin or butter 
fat; the sugar ie lactose or milk sugar 
and the proteids are the curds. These 
solids occur in a definite proportion. 
The fat is about 3% per cent, sugar 
about 6 per cent, proteids a little over 
2 per cent and salt is about 0.3 per 
cent. The human milk is bluish in 
color, alkaline in reaction, or contains 
no acid. 


Hours for Nursing. 


The amount secreted in twenty-four 
hours varies from one pint to three 
pints. This secretion starts about the 
third day after the birth of the child 
and continues about twelve or four- 
teen months, sometimes much longer. 

For the first three days, before the 
milk appears in the breasts, the baby 
should be nursed about every éix 
hours. At.this time a substance called 
collostrum is. taken from the nipple 
by the baby. This acts as a cathartic 
and satisfies the infant’s appetite. 
During these three days the baby can- 
not starve, for nature has wisely

Child Has Vacant Expression. 


The facial expressién is characteristic. 


The. child exhibits more or less a vacant 
stare, a listless look in the eyes. Because 
of the underdevelopment of the upper jaw 
the upper lip is usually thiek and _ short, 
while the under jaw, being larger in pro- 
portion, protrudes somewhat outward. 

The adenoid child is usually regarded 
as stupid. This mental stupidity and in- 
attdntion to its surroundings probably re- 
sults from a dulling of the hearing, and the

of catatrhal inflammation from the ade- 
heids lying: about the mouth of the Eu- 
stachian tube down through the tube to 
the ear.
